Agency take sole responsib ility for verify ing 
compliance with a cutoff in nuclear weapons 
material production. This shift in policy might 
remove a deadlock over inspection which had 
held up discusisions of a cutoff for 13 y ears 


So/ons To Get Secret Survey 
Washington — The Nixon administration 
has agreed to furnish Congress with a secret 
1.200-page survey of alteraative American 
defense strategies for the 1970s and the 
overseas b ases the strategies would require. 
The survey points out there cannot b e any 


significant reduction in the 429 major and 
almost 3,000 minor b ases without a com­ 
parab le 
reduction 
in 
commitments 
t o 
allies. 


Positions Hardened 
United Nations — The major powers held 
their second Big Four meeting on the Middle 
East faced with a hardening of diplomatic 
positions b y Israel, Egy pt and Jordan.

(IP O . a su bsid iary o f Stan­ 
d ard Oil o f New Jersey . To the hard liners o f this co u ntry , 
the actio n will lo o k like a backing d o wn bu t it is in fact 
the o nly intelligent thing to d o . 
By no w, it has beco me apparent that much o f So iitli 
America is in sy mpathy with Peru and was waiting to 
see which wav the I .S. Went. If we had impo sed the trade 
sanctio ns that are called fo r in this situatio n under the 
Hickenlo o per Amendment to the Fo reign Assistance Act o f 
o ur relatio ns thro ugho ut So uth America wo uld hav e 
been serio usly ero ded. 
This amend ment d ictated that we cu t o ff Peru v ian aid 
and its lu crativ e su gar q u o ta fo r U.S. sales becau se IPC 
had been .seized witho u t the p ay ment o f co mp ensatio n. Bu t 
I’eru lo o ked at the situ atio n in a d ifferent light. 


★ 
Peru argu ed that the claimed IPC o wnership o f rich 
o il lau d s in the no rthern p art o f the co u ntry was o f highly 
cju estio nable legality . .Ad d itio nally , it argu ed that IPC o wed 
the go v ernment $l billio n in tax es that had been av o id ed 
as against a v alu e o n its p ro p erties o f o nly $71 millio n. 
IPC to o k o v er its o il o p eratio ns fro m a British-o wned 
co mp any in 1924. Witho u t a fu ll analy sis o f that arrangem ent 
and its backgro u nd , o ne can o nly imagine what kind o f 
a d eal it might be. 
Our inclinatio n is to believ e that IPC go t a pretty go o d 
deal, that the British co mpany w-^as do ing itself mo re fav o rs 
than it sho wered o n the Peruv ians. It wo uld no t be surprising 
if the U.S. firm were the beneficiary o f an arrangement 
that amo unted to ex plo itatio n, despite its technical legality . 
This, at any rate, is the attitu d e o f Peru and the attitu d e

in Latin America, These inv estmenlts hav e p ro v id ed jo bs 
and p ro d u ctiv e cap acity in fantastic amo u nts. 
Ad d itio nally , the U.S. has, u nd er the Alliance fo r Pro - 
gre.ss, ad v anced su bstantial fu nd s fo r the d ev elo p ment o f 
Latin America. Ou r co nsu mp tio n o f su gar, at a su bsid y 
p rice, and o u r d emand fo r co ffee hav e been a big bo o n 
to the eco no mies o f many Latin natio ns. 
But this is no t the impo rtant po int fo r us in Latin 
America. It is no t that we hav e been all bad in either 
o ur priv ate o r go v ernment inv estments but that to o few 
o f the So uth American peo ple hav e shared in the fruits 
o f the utilizatio n o f their area’s natural and human re­ 
so urces. 
Latin America is to d ay at a p o int so mewhat sim ilar 
to the U.S. early in the 20th Centu ry when trad e u nio ns 
were getting a to e-ho ld and the co nscio u sness o f the wo rking 
class was rising to new lev els.

their egalitarianism. They see the o ld land-ho lding families 
resisting agrarian refo rm and changes in the tax sy stem, 
battling labo r unio ns, and fighting minimum wage laws. 
“ They are co nv inced that the 
o l i g a r c h s will nev er 
co untenance refo rms where their o wn v ital eco no mic in­ 
terests are at stake. They are determined that the o ligarchy , 
alo ng with the giant fo reign co rpo ratio ns, shall go .” 
It is this fu nd amental eco no mic and so cial u p heav al 
that the Nix o n ad ministratio n has reco gnized in d eclining
